. things that the offenders should be tried ina 
British court. Unfortunately, however, tho 
rendition of eriminals between Hongkong 
and China bas been auspeudd, owing to the 
action of Hongkong in duclining to give up 
to the Chinese authorities certain persons ac- 
cused of murder committed in Chinese ier- 
ritory., The clause in the treaty’ reads as 
follows :—“ If criminals, subjecta of China, 
shall take refuge in Hongkong or on board 
the British ships there, they shall, upon due 
requisition by the Chinese authorities, be 
searched for, and, on proof of their guilt, be 
delivered up.” It bas been held that the 
proof required is absolute and. not prima 
facie. Hence tho dendlock, In ordinary 
cases of rendition batwean civilized coun- 
tries it is hold sufficient to establish 
& primd facie caso such as would’ justify 
& magistrate in committing the accused 
for trial, but as regarda tho surrender 
* of criminals to? Chins a different rale 
bas been adopted, ond the Chineso Go. 
vernment, rgenting this, bave suspended 
rendition altogether, Tho policy of refusing 
to band over fugitive criminals to China “io, 
we think, extremely questionable. It is true 
that no great confidence can be reposed in 
the justice of Chinase courts, but the law of 
the greatest good to the greatest numbor 
seems to demand that we should recognise 
the courts, bad though thoy be,and band 
over the fugitives for trial’by their own tri- 
bunala, Otherwise tho colony affords ‘an 
asylum to all Chinoss criminals who can 
suceaed in reaching it, while on the otber 
band persons who commit, crimes in Hong- 
Kong have only to escapo to Chinese territory 
inorder to be safe irom further pursuit ‘at. 
the hands of the authorities hore. In extra- 
ordinary casey, however, such as murder, pro- 
bably the Chinese Authorities would take the 
punishment of tbe fugitives from this colony 
into their own hands, if they caught them, 
witbout exercising auy very grout nicety aa to 
the technical validity of the proof offered, 
for the'Chinese show uo tenderness to crim- 
inal.

The _article.then_goes:on 
to aay :—" But the argument is not that such 
regulations (i.e., the regulations which, out- 
rage the’common goose of humanity at large) 
injare the business of Mosara, A. B. or O., 
bne that they ara unsuitable to humanitarian 
requirements, There is a~fair conseneus 
of opinion amongat the leading European 
nations as -to what is permissible, and 
this may safely Qe relied on to keep 
peoplo within due bounds.” It is quite 
true that, Mesara, A. B. or C,,08 A. B. or C., 
have no claim to special consideration, but. 
the interests of British trade aaa whole bave 
an indisputable claim to consideration, and 
our complaint agaiuat the Straits Goverament 
is that that claim hae been totally ignored, 
Our contemporary also says;—“ In the . very 
cases which gave risa to thie discussion it 
was admitted that the.qaestion was a nauti« 
oal and not a hygienic one, Each coolie in 
a German steamer gets the aame space aa in 
a British steamer.
